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FACTS  YOU  OUGHT  TO  KNOW 

At  the  State  Convention  In  Greenwood,  a  com¬ 
mittee  was  authorized  to  secure  property  for  a 
Baptist  Hospital  In  Jackaon.  By  the  next  Con¬ 
vention  It  was  done.  By  the  next  a  new  build¬ 
ing  costing  $60,000  had  been  erected.  This  wrs 
done  by  cash  paid  In  and  by  issuing  $30,000  In 
bonda.  Half  of  these  bonds  hare  been  paid  off 
as  they  fell  due,  and  Interest  as  It  became  due. 
But  the  trustees  had  to  borrow  on  their  own  note 
$5,000  more  for  equipment.  This  leaves  still  due 
$15,000  on  bonds  and  $5,000  for  equipment.  Of 
this  $10,000  Is  due  on  or  before  January  1st,  to¬ 
gether  w  ith  Interest,  on  the  whole  debt  There 
arc  good  business  nu  n  on  the  bonrd  and  they 
have  managed  the  business  economically.  They 
have  also  contributed  liberally  and  will  give  more. 
They  have  sought  to  conduct  the  business  with 
least  possible  expense.  The  hospital  is  paying  its 
own  current  expenses,  including  charity  work. 
Mrs.  A.  H.  Longino  alone  is  in  the  field.  Your 
help  is  needed  how  to  meet  the  obligations  fall¬ 
ing  due  January  1,  of  $10,650.  We  are  doing 
the  same  kind  of  work  as  the  Red  Cross,  and 
doing  it  in  Jesus'  name.  Address  Superintendent 
Baptist  Hospital,  Jackson,  Miss.

He  was  told  that  the 
college  would  be  continued  as  it  is  until  the  de¬ 
nomination  takes  control,  at  which  time  the  Con¬ 
vention  will  elect  trustees  as  It  does  for  the 
schools  now  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Conven¬ 
tion.  The  Convention  will  not  expect  to  improve 
on  the  present  management,  however.

HOW  SHALL  WE  REPLY? 

The  Union  Quarterly  says  that  the  denomina¬ 
tional  school  is  a  vicious  element  in  our  system 
of  education.  Dr.  Hackett  says  that  he  has  it 
from  reliable  sources  that  the  Union  propagan¬ 
dists  say  that  there  should  be  no  Baptists  and  that 
they  propose  to  run  Baptists  into  'a  hole  and 
shove  the  hole  in  after  them  for  everlasting 
keeps.

There  was  never  a  time  when  the  interests  o I 
the  whole  world  were  so  fully  entausted  into  the 
hands  of  a  few  men  as  at  the  proposed  peace 
conference  at  Versailles.  The  wisdom  that 
cometh  down  from  above  is  needed  at  a  time  like 
this  and  all  the  people  should  earnestly  ask  it 
of  God.  May  His  band  direct  in  every  step  that 
is  taken. 
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18  THE  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  MAKING

In  answer  to  this  question  about  the  Missis- 
sippi  Baptist  Hospital  at  Jackson,  I  want  to  say 
that  it  Is  making  good  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  Because  it  has  a  splendid  building,  a  good 
superintendent,  well  trained  nurses,  and  a  good 
medical  staff. 

2.  Because  it  is  crowded  beyond  Its  capaacjty. 
Patients  are  in  the  halls  and  everywhere  space 
can  be  found. 

8.  Because  the  patients  are  well  cared  for. 
While  scores  were  dying  all  around  us  during 
the  epidemic  of  Spanish  Influenza,  not  a  single 
person  died  at  the  Baptist  Hospital  with  the  "Flu" 
or  pneumonia. 

4.  Because  it  takes  care  of  the  children  of  the 
Baptist  Orphanage,  of  the  Methodist  Orphanage, 
of  the  Mississippi  Home  Finding  Society,  the 
ministerial  students  of  Millsaps  College  and 
others,  without  money  and  without  price.  The 
hospital  has  taken  care  of  more  than  300  charity 
patients  during  the  past  year.  ‘ 

6.  Because  the  hospital  is  now  paying  Its  own 
way.  There  is  a  debt  of  $20,000.00  on  the  build¬ 
ing,  and  there  is  urgent  need  for  enlargement, 
but  the  hospital  Is  paying  its  own  running  ex¬ 
penses. 

A  new  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  who 
looked  over  the  plant  last  week  and  saw  the 
good  work  that  is  being  done,  the  present  and 
future  needs  and  the  tremendous  opportunities, 
said  a  $50,000.00  campaign  should  be  launched 
Immediately  for  enlargement.  He  also  said  for 
debt-paying,  he  would  be  one  of  ten  to  give  $500 
each  or  one  of  twenty  to  give  $1,000  each,  which 
would  relieve  the  present  emergency.

Rev.  Tom  D.  Brown,  who  recently  resigned  the 
First  Church,  Little  Rock,  has  been  called  to  El 
Dorado  in  the  same  state. 

The  Student  Army  Training  Corps  have  had 
orders  to  demobilise  by  Christmas  and  the  work 
was  in  preparation  at  Clinton.  But  a  few  days 
ago  a  case  of  measles  in  Mlssisslpf  College  shut 
tae  whole  training  corps  up  in  quarantine  for  eigh¬ 
teen  days.  They  still  hope  to  be  out  by  Christmas, 
and  efforts  are  being  made  to  present  any  spread 
of  measles.  This  arrangement  between  the  gov¬ 
ernment  and  the  colleges  came  at  a  lime  when 
the  colleges  were  threatened  with  collapse  for 
lack  of  men,  most  of  whom  were  being  drafted 
Into  the  army.  As  a  temporary  expedient  it  was 
welcomed  as  a  financial  savior.  But  it  is  prob¬ 
able  that  most  friends  of  the  college  will  welcome 
its  departure.  The  military  feature  in  college 
life  may  be  good  under  proper  officers  but  the 
government  handed  us  the  wrong  bunch  accord¬ 
ing  to  general  reports,  and  the  example  of  some 
of  them  has  been  anything  but  wholesome.  Every 
patron  of  the  school  will  be  glad  when  the  dis¬ 
cipline  is  back  in  the  hands  of  the  president  and 
faculty  of  the  college.

“1  told  him  I  could  do  it,  find  began  at 
once  to  read  th  eaccount  of  the  ressurection 
of  Christ.  But  to  this  he  promptly  objected, 
saving,  ‘I  don’t  believe  that  Book,  give  mg 
scientific  proof.’  1  replied  that  I  would  and 
proceeded  to  give  him  scientific  proof. 

“I  said,  ‘The  Bible  is  adapted  to  meet  the 
needs  of  man's  spiritual  life  when  you  are 
thirsty  there  is  water  to  slake  your  thirst, 
is  there  notf’  and  the  infidel  said  ‘Yes.’ 
‘When  you  are  hungry  there  is*  food  to  satis¬ 
fy  your  hunger T’  ‘Yes,’  he  replied.  ‘When 
you  want  companionship  there  are  friends  to 
meet  that  need.’  ‘Quite  right,’  he  answered, 
‘When  you  crave  knowledge  there  are  books 
and  a  glorious  universe  and  in  every  blade  of 
grass  lie  lessons  yet  untold.  Is  not  this 
truef  ‘That  'is  quite  true,’  replied  the 
-  infiel. 

“‘Very  well  then,  my  friend,  man  has 
spiritual  longings  also,  for  man  is  an  im¬ 
mortal  spirit,  and  there  must  be  something, 
someone  somewhere  to  satisfy  those  long¬ 
ings,  for  how  can  we  long  for  a  thing  that 
does  not  exist!

THE  PASTOR  AND  OUTSIDE;  WORK.  " 

< 

A  pastor’s  sphere  of  service  is  soj  unlimited 
that  it  is  a  hard  matter  to  determine  just 
what  should  be  called  outside  vvofrk.  I  sup¬ 
pose  though,  the  committee  had  ip  mind,  as 
outside  work,  all  work  outside  ofi  the  regu¬ 
lar  church  and  denomiantional  work.  And 
even  then  it  is  hard  to  say  what  is  outside 
work,  for  1  believe  that  church  aid  denom¬ 
inational  service  should  be  equal  td  the  needs 
of  the  people.  Christianity  should  be  broad 
enough  to  cover  all  work  for  tl  e  good  of 
man.  This,  however  is  put  in  an  deal  form, 
the  occupation  of  which  has  not  l  een  reach¬ 
ed  in  a  practical  way.  There  seems  to  be 
an  idea  ttiat  there  is  a  difference  between 
the  service  that  a  pastor  renderp  into  his 
church  and  the  service  that  he  rcidcrs  unto 
the  community  in  which  he  lives  And  yet 
it  all  should  be  consider*;  !  his  repl  work  in 
which  he  renders  service  unto  Go<j|  and  man. 

Thci.  are  many  ways  in  whic)i  a  pastor 
can  touch  the  life  of  his  country  for  good. 
(Tf  course  he  must  never  loose  sjtrht  of  the 
fact  that  his  one  supreme  task  jis  to  be  a 
shepherd  unto  his  flock.  And  anything  that 
would  hinder  that  God-given  task  he  must 
avoid.  The  pastor  then  first  of !  all  should 
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be  a  leader  in  things  religious.  lie  must  be 
a  man  among  men.  Able  to  understand  men, 
ready  to  sympathize  with  them. [  willing  to 
lend  a  helping  hand  nt  any  time  it  is  needed. 
The  pastor  who  lives  too  much  iij  the  realm 
of  the  ideal  and  never  gives  thp  practical 
side  of  life  a  real  serious  though!,  has  very 
little  chance  to  become  a  power  for  good  in 
his  community. 

I.  The  pastor  should .  lend  hif<  influence 
toward  the  social  life  and  uplift  bf  his  com¬ 
munity.  Not  that  he  should  be  Conspicuous 
in  this  leadership,  but  that  he  should  stand 
for  a  social  life  that  is  based  updn  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  God’s  teaching.  His  influence  and 
not  his  dogmatism  should  do  tlie  leading. 
In  other  words  may  I  express  what  I  mean 
in  terms  of  an  illustration.  ! 

A  woman  once  said  that  she  wouldn’t  give 
a  cent  for  a  woman  who  febuld  njot  rule  her 
husband  without  letting  him  know  that  she 
was  trying  to  rule  him.  Said  if  ijhe  ever  let 
him  find  out  what  she  was  trying  to  do,  she 
would  have  a  hard  time  of  it.  This  in  « 
measure  is  the  way  the  pastor  isjto  lead  the 
social  life  of  his  community.  Npt  let  them 
know  he  is  trying  to  lead  vot  vjdth  his  in¬ 
fluence  touching  everything  for  good. 

A  pastor  should  stand  for  a  juire  Chris¬ 
tianity.  And  this  to  be  translated  in  terms 
of  life  and  realy  lived  before  the  jworld.  He 
should  spend  more  time  in  getting  forth,  by 
precept  and  example,  the  true  jsocial  life, 
than  in  eondeming  the  false  social  life.  Some 
times  a  condemnation  is  necessary] — but  more 
often  the  correction  of  the  false  jis  made  by 
holding  up  the  true.  He  should  apways  have 
in  mind  the  matter  of  building  Christian 
character.  And  stand  for  a  social  life  that 
will  help  in  this  great  work.  'Instead  of 
trying  to  suppress  the  social  activities,  strive 
to  direct  them  and  turn  them1  into  right 
channels. 

Young  people,  especially,  are  full  of  life 
which  must  find  expression  in  some  way 
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If  the  wisdom  and  proper  leadership  is  given 
in  providing  means  for  giving  expression  to 
this  pent  up  energy,  the  social  life  will  be 
uplifting.  But  without  this  wisdom  and 
leadership  the  social  life  is  subjected  to 
danger.  God’s  man  has  here  an  opportunity 
to  render  a  wonderful  service. 

II.  In  civic  life  the  preacher  has  a  great 
opportunity.  He  is  called  upon  quite  often 
to  give  his  idea  of  things  pertaining  to  the 
civic  life  of  his  community.  This  gives  him 
a  chance  to  stand  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
law  and  for  civic  righteousness  in  general. 
He  should  study  questions  that  are  vital  to 
the  civic  life  of  the  people  and  then  be 
ready  to  lend  his  influence  in  the  right  di¬ 
rection.  In  this,  however,  as  well  as  in  the 
social  life  he  should  not  be  dictatorial. 
Neither  should  he  be  dogmatic.  He  should 
be  a  leader  yet  in  a  quiet  way. 

There  arc  somethings  in  civic  life  that  he 
should  be  a  silent  worker  in,  but  always  do¬ 
ing  his  part,  and  doing  it  right  and  well. 
His  political  activities  must  be  of  a  silent 
nature.  He  has  a  right  to  his  opinion  ,  but 
not  the  right,  as  a  leader,  to  enfojee  his 
opinion  upon  others.  He  should  guide  very 
carefully,  lest  his  political  activities  rob  him 
of  his  influence  in  the  community. 

III.  The  Government  has  recognized  the 
pastor’s  leadership  in  the  many  calls  it  has 
made.  This  has  given  the  pastors  a  great 
opportunity,  and  they  have  tnet  it  beuutifuly. 
They  have  responded  to  every  call  that  has 
been  made.  They  have  given  of  their  means 
and  time  gladly  and  freely. 

The  Red  Cross  work  has  been  given  their 
support.  Many  of  them  have  sacrificed  thir 
own  work  in  order  to  help  do  this  work. 
The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  work  has  received  its  share 
of  their  time  and  influence  and  largely 
through  them  has  been  able  to  do  its  work. 

The  relief  work  also  has  called  for  the 
pastors’  attention  and  help.  And  he  has  re¬ 
sponded.  Truly  it  may  lie  said  the  pastor 
stands  for  service  unto  God  and  man  and 
any  way  this  can  be  accomplished,  in  a 
worthy  way,  meets  with  his  approval  and 
receives  his  help. 

IV.  The  pastor  should  keep  in  touch 
with  the  public  school  of  his  community  so 
as  to  influence  the  children  and  young 
people  and  thus  point  them  to  the  true  life 
and  service. 

He  should  take  advantage  of  the  organi¬ 
zation  of  men,  so  as  to  win  them  unto  him¬ 
self  and  then  lead  them  unto  the  Lord. 
If  n  preacher  shows  himself  to  be  a  true  man 
and  a  Christain  gentleman  in  associaton 
with  his  fellowmen  he  has  a  wonderful  in¬ 
fluence  over  them. 

-  A  pastor  then  is  God’s  man  in  a  life’s 
work  that  has  for  its  purpose  the  glorifica¬ 
tion  of  God’s  name.  The  uplift  of  the  world, 
the  enrichment  of  human  hearts  and  lives, 
and  the  salvation  of  human  souls.  It  is  a 
God  given  task  and  he  should  ever  prove 
himself  faithful. 

At  the  recent  meeting  of  Trustees  of  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptist  Hospital,  Dr.  H.  M.  King  was  elected 
president  and  P.  B.  Bridges  secretary.  P.  I.  Lipsey 
who  had  been  president  since  the  hospital  was 
started,  declined  re-election.

.purpose.  “The  New  Testament  Church” 
will  be  the  Bible  study  subpeet  to  be  led  by 
the  very  ablest  Bible  students  to  be  found 
anywhere.  Every  day  this  will  have  two  60 
minute  periods. 

The  three  other  study  subjects — “Church 
Efficiency”  as  promoted  by  the  pastor;  “The

operative  Work” — are  chosen  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  to  magnify  iu  the  p'astor  his  vital  con¬ 
nection  to  the  church  and  its  mission  in  the 
world. 

At  two  periods  each  day — 11  o’clock  a.  Bl¬ 
and  7 :45  p.  m.,  an  hour  set  apart  for  in¬ 
spirational  sermons  or  addresses  by  our  lead¬ 
ers  of  acknowledged  superior  ability. 

These  schools  are  designed  as  schools. 
There  will  be  such  tine  opportunities  every 
day  in  the  round  table  discussions  for  every 
brother  whose  research  or  experience  has 
rendered  him  capable  of  helping  his  fellows 
by  imparting  thoughts  and  suggestions  that 
all  of  our  strong  and  capable  men  should  be 
there. 

The  “drop-in”  brother  will  be  welcomed 
of  course,  but  no  day  of  the  school  can  pos¬ 
sibly  be  of  half  the  benefit  it  would  be  if  all 
the  days  were  put  in.  The  work  is  consecu¬ 
tive  and  connected. 

Let  every  one  who  can  begin  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  and  remain  to  the  close.  If  this 
shall  be  done  and  if  seventy-five  per  cent,  of 
the  pastors  of  the  state  take  the  full  course, 
both  the  study  course,  the  lecture  course,  the 
round-table  conference  course  and  the  broth¬ 
erly  love  and  fellowship  opportunities  it  will 
make  of  our  Mississippi  Baptist  ministry  a 
band  of  the  strongest  leaders  of  our 
Master’s  hosts  to  be  found  in  any  other 
state  in  this  union. 

Come  right  along  brethren  and  ’induce 
some  others  to  do  likewise.

RECOMMENDING  A  TIMELY  BOOK. 


(Victor  I.  Masters,  Supt.  of  Publicity.) 

We  paid  for  our  copy  of  the  “Winning 
of  Religious  Liberty”  by  Jas.  II.  Crooker, 
printed  by  the  Pilgrims  Press,  Boston  and 
Chicago.  It  has  about  270  pages  and  is 
$1.50.  I  am  not  reviewing  a  book  to  keep 
faith  with  a  publisher,  but  because  I  think 
it  so  important. 

The  volume  deals  with  the  winning  of  re¬ 
ligious  liberty  and  in  a  most  informing  and 
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timely  manner.  The  author  is  a  Congrega¬ 
tional  ist  and  he  traces  the  conflict  for  re¬ 
ligious  liberty  in  an  instructive  scholarly 
and  fascinating  way,  from  New  Testament 
times  to  the  present.  About  one-fourth  of 
the  book  is  devoted  to  the  conflict  in  Eng¬ 
land  and  nearly  one-half  to  that  iu  America. 
As  would  be  expected,  the  author  gives  much 
attention  to  the  Pilgrim  Fathers,  who  became 
the  Cougregationalists  in  New  England. 

llis  story  about  New  England  is  impor¬ 
tant.  He  gives  more  relative  attention  to  the 
Pilgrims  than  is  justified  in  a  book  that  es¬ 
says  to  cover  the  whole  subject  iu  a  balanced 
way,  but  not  more  than  is  informing.  To 
me  he  seems  to  try  to  make  out  more  for 
the  Pilgrims  than  his  own  arguments  show 
they  deserve,  in  their  stand  for  'religious 
liberty  and  for  separation  -of  Church  and 
State,  i  They  came  over  to  get  liberty  of 
conscience,  and  they  started  at  that  before 
Roger  Williams  came  and  the  Baptists.  But 
the  Pilgrims  never  could  quite  see  that  re¬ 
ligious  liberty  worked  both  ways.  The  au¬ 
thor  himself  gives  abundant  proof  of  this. 
But  he  also  shows  that  they  were  a  great 
power  in  America  toward  helping  to  secure 
a  larger  liberty  than  any  other  country  had 
ever  known. 

The  author  pays  a  high  tribute  to  the 
Baptists  iu  the  following  language:  “The 
Baptists,  the  least  sacramental  and  the  most 
Scriptural  of  the  Protestant  denominations 
and  often  the  most  misunderstood.  ” 

In  another  place  he  says  concerning  the 
treatment  accorded  the  Baptists  iu  Massa¬ 
chusetts:  “It  was,  in  many  respects,  more 
reprehensible  than  the  punishment  of  the 
(Quakers.  The  Baptists  were  then,  as  now, 
an  exceedingly  earnest,  orderly,  God-fearing 
people,  the  least  sacrameutad  and  most 
scriptural  of  the  large  Protestant  sects. 
There  were  many  points  of  contact  between 
them  and  the  Cougregationalists.  But  there 
was  radical  difference  respecting  baptism. 
They  rejected  infant  baptism  not  as  a  mysti¬ 
cal  rite,  but  as  a,  seal  and  symbol  of  conver¬ 
sion  and  because  they  held  a  more  generous 

view  of  man’s  uature _ children  did  not 

need  to  be  christened  to  be  saved  from  hell- 
tire.” 

There  has  not  been  a  time  within  a  hun- 
dreu  years  when  it  was  so  important  as  it  is 
now  that  Baptists  should  study  the  history 
of  the  conflict  by  which  religious  liberty 
was  won  in  America.  1  am  tempted  to  quote 
much  more  from  this  fascinating  and  impor¬ 
tant  book.  But  1  shall  have  served  my  pur¬ 
pose  if  I  have  encouraged  our  ministers  and 
other  students  to  get  it.  It  will  be  remem¬ 
bered  that, two  chapters  in  our  Mission 
Study  Book,  “Baptist  Missions  in  the 
South,”  are  devoted  to  the  conflict  for  re¬ 
ligious  liberty  in  Virginia.  This  work  is  also 
timely  and  may  be  had  from  the  Publicity 
Department  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  in 
paper  40c ;  cloth  60c.  We  have  just  recent¬ 
ly  brought  out  the  third  edition. 

The  principle  of  religious  liberty  has  un¬ 
questionably  been  put  in  jeopardy  in  con¬ 
nection  with  religious  and  welfare  activities 
incident  to  the  grpht  war.  It  Baptists  are 
to  justify  themselves  as  a  democracy  in 
these  days,  it  is  very  important  for,  and 


even  obligatory  upon,  our  preachers  and 
teachers  to  make  a  fresh  study  of  this  great 
matter.  For  we  are  not  at  the  end  of  the 
active  influence  against  religious  liberty 
which  received  such  a  great  boost  during 
the  world  war,  and  we  need  to  remember  that 
eteranl  vigilance  is  the  price  of  liberty. 

To  the  above  books  the  student  should 
add  a  good  work  on  Reger  Williams.

The  Christ- 
like  spirit  of  sympathy  and  service  of 
Christians  during  the  terrible  scourge  open¬ 
ed  a  gospel  opportunity  in  many  homes.  It 
removed  more  of  the  social  separation  and 
barriers  between  the  people  than  any  thing 
else  could  possibly  do.

SO  NEAR  AND  YET  NOT  DONE. 

There  are  two  passages  -of  Scripture 
which  come  close  together  in, the  same  chap¬ 
ter,  which  show  how  near  salvation  is  to  all 
men, 'and  yet  how  it  is  possible  for  the  whole 
.scheme  to  fail  at  the  critical  stage.  You 
will  final  them  in  the  tenth  chapter  of  Ro¬ 
mans.  The  first  says  “Whosoever  shall  call 
11 1  ><  .it  tin-  n.iii  '  iif  III'  Lord  shall  be  *ived 
This  is  quoted  of  course  ftom  Joel,  and  is  a 
part  of  the  prophets  revelation  of  the  glory 
of  the  latter  day  when  the  Holy  Spirit  shall 
lie  poured  out  upon  all  flesh,  lie  pictures 
the  great  quickening  of  spiritual  agencies, 
awakening  of  spiritual  forces  which  shall 
hasten  the  progress  of  (lod’s  kingdom.  The 
prophets  of  the  New  Testament  time  realized 
that  we  have  come  into  this  glorious  period, 
when  all  the  requirements  for  world  re¬ 
demption  have  been  met  and  (IjhMs  ready  to 
launch  a  campaign  for  the  saving  o£  the 
whole  human  race.  His  work  is  so  perfect, 
His  plan  so  complete  and  His  gracious  will 
so  much  committed  to  the  carrying  out  of 
the  purpose  of  redemption  that  it  would 
seem  there  is  nothing  in  the  way  of  its  com¬ 
plete  fulfillment.  So  great  and  good  a  pur¬ 
pose  is  so  near  to  fulfillment. 

There  are  just  two  contingencies  that  can 
threaten  it  with  any  possibility  of  failure. 
These  are  the  will  of  the  proposed  bene¬ 
ficiary  and  the  co-operation  of  the  human 
agent.  For  the  former  the  benefit  is  so  great 
and  his  part  so  simple,  it  would  seem  assured 
that  he  will  accept:  Whosoever  oalleth  on 
the  name  of  the  Lord  shall  be  saved.  The 
other  condition  is  that  they  shall  have  a 
chance  to  hear  and  beltA’A  This  makes  the 
success  of  (iud’s  purpose  and  work  depen¬ 
dent  on  the  human  agent.  How  shall  they 
believe  in  Him  whom  they  have  not  heard, 
and  how  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher. 
It  is  tfTmomcntouK  eanse  that  hangs  on  so 
slender  a  thread.  Will  God's  purpose  fail, 

It  would  seem  a  crime  beyond  measure 
when  1 1  *  id  Inis  made  ample  provision  for 
the'  salvation  of  the  world,  proclaiming  Him¬ 
self  as  alike  the  Lord  of  all,  ami  nigh  unto 
all  that  call  upon  him,  with  the  invitation 
that  whosoever  callcth  upon  the  name  of  the 
Lord  shall  be  saved,  it  is' then  a  sin  im- 


mt  asurable  for  those  whose  responsibility!  it 
is  to  proclaim  the  message  of  salvation,  to 
I  il  Him  and  them  in  this  critical  h<*ir. 
Other  work  is  insignificant,  other  values 
cease  to  be  when  the  immortal  souls  of  men

■  "  i.|m  i  iition.  Why  should  we  not  east  opr 
s i 1 1  \ i ■  s  ami  our  all  min  this  work  of  winujim 
a  world  for  Christ.  We  are  just  beginning 
to  sense  our  task.  Are  we  beginning!  What 
is  a  million  for  home  missions  or  a  million 
for  foreign  missions  when  God  is  putting  llis 
all  into  the  work!  It  was  Jesus  who  s^id 
“All  authority  on  earth  and  in  h eaten 
hath  been  given  unto  me,  go  ye  therefore 
and  make  disciples.”  Only  in  this  gr{*at 
enterprise  can  we  be  God’s  fel'ow  workers. 


CHANGE  OF  EMPHASIS

The  changing  times  have  brought  natural¬ 
ly  a  change  of  emphasis  in  the  State  Mission 
program,  which  would  seem  to  indicate  a 

. . .  condition.  In  the  past  the  mein 

burden  of  the  work  in  .Mississippi  has  bien 
helping  the  weak  places  to  get  on  their  tect 
by  supplementing  the  small  salaries  of  |fis- 
tors  in  struggling  fields  or  by  enabling  them 
to  get  properly  housed.  This  was  a  neces¬ 
sity  and  has  been  well  done,  so  that  most  of 
our  best  ami  strougest  churches  today  fre 
what  they  are  and  do  what  they  do  by  rea¬ 
son  of  help  gven  them  in  the  time  of  need. 
The  roll  call  would  inelude  nearly  all  jof 
them  and  the  work  is  u  monument  of  the 
wisdom  and  generosity  rtf  our  people.  They 
ale  i ii i w  facing  outward  and  reaching  out 
to  serve  the  needs  of  the  whole  big  world,  j 

Hut  today  the  need  has  shifted.  Not 
nearly  so  many  churches  are  askiDg  lor 
help.  This  is  due  to  two  things:  Many  of 
them  have  profited  by  the  help  of  the  past 
and  are  doing  business  on  their  own  account; 
and  the  period  in  which  we -now  are  is  fine 
of  unusual  financial  prospertiy  and  churches 
arae  better  able  to  take  care  of  themselves. 
But  this  does  not  mean  that  the  time  for 
State  Mission  work  is  over  or  that  there  dan 
•  he  any  slackening  of  effort.  On  the  epu- 
Inuy  W«  e  a  magnificent  nppui-timityj  to 
operate  on  a  greater  scale.  We  have  coinc 
to  the  time  now  when  it  is  our  business!  to 
draw  out  the  latent  forces  of  our  churches 
into  the  larger  work  of  ministering  to  the 
needs  of  the  whole  world. 

This  is  a  State  Mission  task,  in  eo-opeba- 
tiiui  perhaps  with  Home  Missions  Tills'  Is 
what  is  proposed  in  the  distreting  of  (lie 
state  into  six  parts  ami  the  employment : of 
six  men  to  enlist  all  the  resources  of  dm; 
people  in  the  greater  work  of  the  denomina¬ 
tion.  To  some  of  us  at  least,  some  efforts 
of  the  past  at  enlistment  have  not  seenied 
fruitful,  while  others  have  paid  for  theta- 
selves  many  times  -over.  We  must  have  kio 
morethop-skip-aml-jmhp  methods,  hut  order¬ 
ly  amf  continuous,  persistent  and  tactful 
development  of  our  fields.  The  purpose  isjto 
bring  every  man,  woman  and  child  into  line 
with  all  the  great  interests  of  our  denomina¬ 
tion  ,to  he  a  part  of  its  life  and  work  This 
we  can  do,  ami  by  the  grace  of  God  it  Will 
be  done.

BUT  BY  PRAYER. 


Jesus  meant  by  these  words  to  teach  that 
there  are  somethings  that  cannot  be  done  iu 
uny  other  way  than  by  praying.  There  are 
duties  and  tasks  which  are  absolutely  neces¬ 
sary  to  be  done,  which  indeed  are  the  very 
things  at  the  forefront  of  the  purpose  of 
God,  failure  of  which  means  failure  in  the 
whole  business  of  life  and  failure  of  the 
eternal  counsel  and  gracious  purpose  of  God, 
which  can  be  attained  only  by  prayer.  To 
employ  all  the  other  resources  of  nature  and 
the  combined  wisdom  of  men  and  leave  out 
the  praying  will  he  to  waste  them  all  and 
to  fall  down  in  the  undertaking.  There 
are  things  to  be  done  for  which  all  the  forces 
gathered  from  all  quarters  are  utterly  in¬ 
adequate  if  we  fail  to  pray.  Some  of  them 
may  seem  simple  matters;  some  of  them  we 
have  gotten  accustomed  to  doiug  or  seeing 
done,  till  we  think  they  will  be  done  as  a 
matter  of  course.  And  lo,  we  forgot  to  pray 
and  all  effort  came  to  naught.  We  gazed 
iu  disappointment  on  our  shattered  expecta¬ 
tions. 

This  was  the  situation  with  the  disciples 
who  remained  at  the  foot  of  the  mouht  of 
transfiguration,  to  whom  in  the  absence  of 
Jesus  an  epeleptic  boy  was  brought.  They 
had  neglected  to  pray  and  their  commands 
to  the  wicked  spirit  were  unheeded.  There 
was  a  disappointed  father,  a  helpless  bry, 
an  unsympathetic  crowd  and  nine  apostles 
sorely  chagrined.  “Why  ;ou)d  we  not  cast 
him  out!”  This  kind  cometh  not  forth  but 
by  prayer.  The  lesson  is  so  obvious  and 
would  seem  so  e^sy.  And  yet  how  we  need 
to  go  back  and  learn  it.  Things  do  not  hap¬ 
pen  by  accident  or  through  custom  simply. 
One  success  does  not  guarantee  another, 
though  it  ought  to  teach  us  he  way  to  suc¬ 
ceed.  The  cause  is  ever  the  same:  Some 
things  cannot  be  done  except  by  prayer. 

Southern  Baptists  are  today  facing  their 
greatest  task  and  their  greatest  opportunity. 
The  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  ventured  by 
faith  in  God  and  in  the  brotherhood  to  pre- 
ject  its  work  on  the  basis  of  a  million  and 
a  half  of  dollars  for  this  year,  ending  April 
30th,  1919.  The  Home  Mission  Board  is 
asking  for  one  million.  Let  us  not  think 
primarily  of  the  money,  but  this  enables  us 
to  measure  something  of  the  greatness  of 
the  work  we  are  undertaking.  The  Foreign 
Mission  Board  asks  the  brotherhood  to  join 
them  in  praying.  They  are  beginning  at 
the  right  place.  We  must  to  our  knees  if 
we  do  this  work  for  God.  It  cannot  be  done 
but  by  prayer.  Let  us  go  back  to  that  great 
missionary  psalm  (the  second)  and  hear 
what  God  says:  Ask  of  me  and  I  will  give 
thee  the  nations  for  an  inheritance  and  the 
uttermost  part  of  the  earth  for  a  possession. 
How  small  and  helpless  some  of  us  feel  when 
we  consider  the  greatness  of  our  task. 
Many  of  us  have  to  say,  “I  have  so  little!” 
But  the  least  in  the  kingdom  of  God  has 
the  use  of  the  mightiest  lever  in  earth  or 
heaven— we  can  pray.  This  is  our  oppor¬ 
tunity.  Will  you  take  this  privilege  as 
yours  and  make  use  of  the  power  God  has 
put  into  your  hands  for  a  world's  redemp¬ 
tion.  How  Paul  pleads  with  the  people  to 
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whom  he  writes  that  they  pray  for  him. 
How  appealingly  he  writes:  “Now  I  beseech 
you,  brethren,  for  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ’s 
sake,  and  for  the  love  of  the  Spirit,  that  ye 
strive  together  with  me  in  your  prayers  to 
God  for  me.”  How  pathetic  are  the  letters 
of  our  consecrated  missionaries  who  say  like 
Paul:  “I  exhort  therefore,  that  first  of  all, 
supplications,  prayers,  intercessions  and  giv¬ 
ing  of  thanks  be  made.”  This  comes  first 
and  is  urged  with  constant  iteration.  Do 
you?  Will  you! 


Some  Budget  Rulings. 


1.  On  the  books  of  the  Convention  Hoard 
office  the  distribution  of  funds  remitted  for 
credit  on  “the  budget”  will  change  from 
the  old  percentage  basis  to  the  new  each 
year  on  January  1st.  This  will  mean  for  the 
churches  tliut  all  offerings  made  on  the  bud¬ 
get  during  the  month  of  December,  and  re¬ 
mitted  on  the  first  of  January,  will  be  dis¬ 
tributed  on  the  percentage  basis  of  the  new 
convention  year. 

2.  On  the  books  of  the  Hoard  office 
there  is  a  column  on  the  cash  book  marked 
“Budget.”  All  budget  funds  when  received 
are  entered  to  the  credit  of  the  church 
sending  the  remittance  in  total  in  the  bud¬ 
get  column.  At  the  end  of  each  month  the 
funds  in  the  budget  column  are  distributed 
to  the  various  objects  named  in  the  Conven¬ 
tion  Budget.  Likewise,  all  budget  funds  re¬ 
mitted  by  each  church  are  entered  on  the 
account  of  the  church  in  total  in  the  column 
marked  “Budget.” 

3.  In  letters  to  the  associations  in  future 
the  form  furnished  by  the  Board  office  for 
use  of  the  churches  will  provide  a  place  for 
entry,  as  one  item,  all  funds  remitted  by  the 
church  during  the  associutional  year  for 
credit  on  the  Convention  Budget.  This  will 
save  eonfusion  as  well  as  a  lot  of  extra  work 
on  the  part  of  church  treasurers  in  keeping 
budget  funds  separate  from  other  offerings 
made  by  the  church  to  the  same  objects 
namejd  in  the  Convention  Budget.  Likewise, 
all  forms  prepared  by  the  Board  office  for 
compiling  financial  statistics  will  provide  a 
column  for  segregating  funds  contributed 
by  the  churches  on  the  Convention  Budget.

When  twenty  of  the  strongest  men  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  Jackson,  stood  at  the 
men’s  banquet  and  pledged  to  tithe  for  the 
coming  year,  this  Budget  Man  involuntarily 
said.  “That's  the  biggest  thing  I  have  seen 
in  Mississippi.” 

All  advocates  of  the  “Double  Budget”  as 
an  expedient  for  getting  more  money  sub¬ 
scribed  by  the  members  for  the  support  of 
the  work  of  the  church  as  a  whole  should 
be  forever  put  to  silence  by  the  overwhelm¬ 
ing  success  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Jack- 
son,  in  its  first  campaign  under  the  single 
budget  system. 


It  is  gratifying  to  see  the  large  churches 
of  the  state  getting  on  the  single  budget 
system  just  as  recommended.  Among  these 
are  the  First  churches.  Hattiesburg,  Laurel, 
Jackson. 

We  have  had  to  cancel  several  important 
engagements  on  account  of  sickness  in  the 
family.  But  let  no  pastor  wait  for  help. 
The  budget  plan  is  now  sufficiently  under¬ 
stood:  go  ahead  and  put  it  on,. 


A  TRIP  THROUGH  KOREA  AND  MAN:

Closing  the  tour  of  our  Japanese  stations 
with  the  conference  at  Knkuoka  we  sailed 
from  Shimonoseki  on  the  night  of  the  27th 
of  October  for  Fusan  to  make  our  way 
through  Korea  and  Manchuria  to  Dalny, 
from  which  we  sail  tomorrow  night  for 
Chefoo. 

The  “East  is  East,”  and  yet,  there  is 
change  of  expression  us  one  passes  from 
Japan  to  Korea  and  from  Korea  to  Man¬ 
churia.  Perhaps  the  first  thing  one  notices 
upon  arrival  in  Fusan  are  the  peculiar  head¬ 
dress  of  the  men  which  suggests  masculine 
vanity,  and  the  larger  stature  of  the  men 
and  women  alike.  One  notices,  too,  that  the 
gay  colors  and  the  graceful  robes  of  the 
Japanese  have  changed  to  the  white  cotton 
gowns  of  the  Koreans.  The  thatched  vil¬ 
lages  through  which  our  train  passed  re¬ 
vealed  a  lack  of  the  smai.  artistic  gardens 
which  constitute  so  attractive  a  feature  in 
Japan. 

At  Seoul,  the  provincial  seat  of  govern¬ 
ment,  we  found  quarters  at  the  Chosen 
Hotel  which  is  located  on  the  grounds  and 
close,  by  the  Temple  of  Heaven.  The  East 
hus  not  given  us  more  comfort  than  &as 
found  here.  It  was,  by  the  way,  the  name* 
borne  by  this  temple  that  furnished  the  mis¬ 
sionary-translators  their  word  for  God: 
“Honanim.”  We  visited  some  of  the  mis¬ 
sionary  institutions  here,  the  chief  of  these 
being  the  Severance  Hospital.  This  great 
institution  has  seven  acres  of  beautiful 
grounds  and  a  surprisingly  modern  equip¬ 
ment.  One  man  gave  the  money  for  all  of 
this.  This  is  not  only  a  school  of  healing, 
but  of  prevention  as  well.  Korean  doctors 
and  nurses  are  trained  here.  Medicines  nrj 
manufactured  for  the  Eaht  and  a  great  va¬ 
riety  of  original  work  is  being  conducted, 
such  as  the  examination  and  classification 
of  all  native  drugs  and  the  complete  catalog¬ 
ing  of  all  Korean  plants.  There  has  been 
■elected  for  the  Chosen  C'hrijdan  College,  a 
joint  institution,  300  acres  adjoining  the 
city  and  this  will,  perhaps,  give  the  school 
the  most  beautiful  campus  in  the  Far  East 
and  one  of  the  most  beautiful  to  be  found 
anywhere.  Both  these  instituions  have  Dr. 
Avison  as  their  head.  We  shall  not  forget 
the  courtesy  Dr.  Avison  shewed  us.  begin¬ 
ning  with  his  meeting  us  at  the  train  and 
ending  with  his  escort  of  us  through  his 
great  institution.  lie  is  a  man  of  such  men¬ 
tal  and  moral  mold  as  would  fit  him  for 
large  leadership  and  service  anywhere.  <- 
The  Methodist  school  for  boys  located 


here  is  presided  over  by  a  cultured  Korean 
gentleman  who  is  rendering  a  signal  service 
to  his  people.  We  found  him  a  most  intelli¬ 
gent  man  and  were  highly  pleased  with  the 
work  which  he  and  his  tssociates  wen  doing. 

Mr.  Brockman,  local  Y.  M.  C.  A.  secre¬ 
tary,  a  Georgia  man.  showed  us  many  cour¬ 
tesies  while  in  SeouL  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  at 
.this  place  is  conducting  a  unique  work.  Be¬ 
sides  the  usual  features  it  is  industrial,  hav¬ 
ing  departments  in  wood,  iron,  printing, 
soap  making,  etc.  The  annual  income  from  , 
the  industrial  output  of  the  institution 
amounts  to  30,000  yen,  (approximately 
*1 5.000.) 

All  well-informed  students  of  missions 
know  that  the  territory  in  Korea  has  been 
•divided  between  several  denominations.  A 
missionary  map  of  Korea  is  made  in  colors, 
red,  blue,  white,  etc.,  showing  the  sections 
which  are  held  by  Methodists,  Presbyterians 
Episcopalians  and  others.  No  deuomimn 
tiou  is  allowed  to  enter  the  territory  which 
is  occupied  by  another  without  a  breach  of 
courtesy  and  agreement,  with  the  single  ex- 
eeption  of  Seoul,  which  is  common  ground 
for  all.  1  asked  Dr.  Avison,  who  has  been 
an  active  Christian  worker  in  Korea  for 
many  years  and  who  has  given  unqualified 
support  of  this  territorial  scheme,  what  he 
thought  of  tlie  results.  1  was  greatly  sur¬ 
prised  when  he  told  me  thnt  the  most  un¬ 
desirable  result  was  that  instead  of  promot¬ 
ing'  broad  interdcnominationalism  the 
scheme  hud  intensified  sectarianism.  He  Baid 
that  each  denomination  being  shut  off  into 
an  exclusive  territory,  the  usual  breadth  and 
sympathy  for  other  denominations  had  not 
been  develo|>cd.  This  was  a  surprise  to  me 
and  especially  was  it  so  in  face  of  the  fact 
that  the  demonutions  at  work  in  Korea  arc 
kindred  Pedo-Baptists  denominations. 

Some  American  readers  will  recall  that  Dr. 
A:.  J.  Gordon  and  the’  Clarendon  Street 
Baptist  Church  of  Boston  once  conducted  a 
quite  notable  mission  work  in  Korea.  Mr. 
Paulding,  Mr.  Steadman,  (now  in  Japan), 
and  three  single  missionaries  at  least  were 
on  the  field  at  one  time  and  their  work  at¬ 
tracted  much  attention.  Later,  Mr.  Fenwick 
now  of  California,  arrived  and  for  a  while 
kept  up  much  of  the  work.  The  workers 
i  a\  how  •  i .  depiir<i-d.  :.nd  ' 1  •  work 
most  independent  work  of  *his  character  has 
disintegrated  until  there  is  little  left.  The 
co-opi  r.il^e  scheme  which  others  are  w  .rl 
ing  has  Piped  absorb  and  exterminate  that 
which  Baptists  accomplished.  There  arc, 
however,  quite  a  large  number  of  Baptists  in 
Korea,  some  of  these  being  Christians  from 
•lapau  and  some  being  remnants  of  the  work 
which  Dr.  Gordon  started,  and  there  is  still 
room  for  Baptists  to  have  a  considerable 
following  here,  if  we  should  deeide  to  seek 
it. 

From  Seoul  w-e  had  a  day  and  a  night 
trip  to  Mukden,  through  Korea  and  Man¬ 
churia.  One  observes  that  the  mountains 
become  more  bleak,  that  other  crops  take 
the  place  of  the  prevailing  rice  culture  of 
Japan  and  South  Korea.  We  begin  to  see, 
for  the  first  time  in  the  East.  Indian  corn 
and  our  mouths  water  for  a  good  piece- of

iivg'  at  the  regular  dormitories,  all  respond¬ 
ed  to  a  generous  invitation  to  be  guests 
with  the  other  students,  in  a  splendid  Thanks¬ 
giving  dinner.

Every  one  was  in  high  spirit  for  the  oc¬ 
casion,  much  of  which  in  its  bounty  was  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  our 
city,  to  whom  we  express  our  appreciation 
Dr  W.  K  Denham  became  toastmaster  of 
the  hour. 

•  The  dinner  was  all  our  hearts  could  w'ish, 
but  the  crowning  joy  of  the  occasion  was 
the  variety  of  surprises  that  were  manifes¬ 
ted  by  the  excellent  talent  of  the  Institute, 
which  we  had  already  learned  was  not  to 
be  lightly  esteemed. 

The  poems,  readings,  declamations  and 
impromptu  addresses  brought  attention, 
quick  thought  and  laughter,  sacred  memor¬ 
ies  were  revived,  and,  to  make  the  report 
short,  all  came  to  a  climax  in  the  sublimest 
hopes  and  prospects  to  glorify  our  God  in 
aand  through  the  Baptist  Bible  Institute,  that 
God  bless  us  and  make  us  a  blessing  through 
Jesus  Christ  the  gospel  of  salvation  offered 
to  all  men.  We  are  happy  that  there  is-  tal¬ 
ent  here  which  has  already  reached  a  splen¬ 
did  standard  of  excellence  but  is  register¬ 
ing  higher  and  higher. 

Its  opportunities  and  blessings  are  to  be 
the  continuation  of  answered  prayer.  The 
Baptist  Bible  Institute  we  feel  ,was  born 
of  the  mind  and  wise  purjiose  of  God  in 
answer  to  our  prayers  that  the  kingdom  of 
Christ  be  more  glorious. 

Brethren  it’s  good  to  be  here.  We  are  in 
the  atmosphere  of  truth  and  holiness,  pray¬ 
ing  nnd  singing  as  we  work,  in  the  midst 
of  a  big  shop.  We  get  lessons  to  teach  or 
preach  and  go  out  and  make  the  applica¬ 
tion.

OF  THE  SAVED  ONE  IN  CHRIST 
JESUS 


In  The- Record  of  November  28th,  Dr.  J. 
B  Gamhrell  made  -an  exceedingly  strong  and 
significant  statement.  lie  said,  “All  be¬ 
lievers  in  Christ,  whether  in  Baptist  churches, 
i’/otestant  l’edobaptist  communions,  Roman 
.Catholic  communions,  or  whether  in  other 
communions  nr  no  communion,  are  united  in 
an  indissoluble  bond  by  their  common  faith 
in  Christ.  They  arc  born  into  the  brother¬ 
hood  of  which  Christ  is  the  head.  ’* 

That  is  one  of  the  strongest,  clearest  ut¬ 
terance^  one  could  make,  and  I  take  it  that 
all  Baptists  will  say  “amen”  to  it.  The 
statement  suggests  several  things.  The  first 
thing  it  suggests  to  me  is  the  glorious  fact 
that  all  believers  in  Christ  are  saved  re¬ 


gardless  of  al  lot  her  relations  or  lack  of  re¬ 
lations,  church  or  otherwise.  That  is  one 
of  the  distinguishing  tenants  of  the  Baptists. 

The  second  thing  suggested  is  the  fact 
that  the  writer  recogui/.es  that  there  are  be¬ 
lievers  in  Christ  in  all  of  the  “commun¬ 
ions,”  even  the  Catholic  communion  ,  and 
outside  of  any  church  or  communion.  That 
too  is  Baptist. 

The  third  statement  of  signficancc  is  that 
one  concerning  all  believers  which  says, 
“They  are  born  into  the  brotherhood,  of 
which  Christ  is  the  head.”  That  is  splendid. 

I  take  it  that  “brotherhood,”  as  here 
used,  means  the  family  of  God,  the  house¬ 
hold  of  faith.  Jesus  is  head  of  that.  Paul 
snid  of  the  great  family  of  God,  “I  bow  my 
knees  unto  tile  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  of  whom  the  whole  family  in  heaven 
‘and  earth  is  named’’  -Eph.  11:14.16.  Again 
lie  wrote  in  Hebrews  8:5-6,  “Moses  was 
faithful  in  all  his  house,  as  a  servant;  but 
Christ  as  son  over  His  own  house;  whose 
house  are  we.  if  wc  hold  fast  the  confidence 
and  the  rejoicing  of  the  hope  firm  unto  the 
end.”  In  another  place  Christ  is  said  to 
be  “the  head  of  the  church.”  Col.  1 :18;  Eph. 
1 :22-23.  Christ  is  the  head  of  the  brother¬ 
hood,  the  head  of  the  house  or  family,  nnd 
•  the  head  of  the  church.  Wonderful  Christ. 

This  suggests  several  thoughts.  The  first 
is  that  there  is  a  brotherhood  or  family  into 
which  people  arc  born  through .  faith  in 
Christ,  and  that  every  one  who  believes  in 
Christ  is  born  into  that  brotherhood.  There¬ 
fore  all  are,  figuratively  speaking,  “blood 
kin”  to  Christ  und  to  each  other,  regardless 
of  all  race  conditions  or  other  creedal  tenents 
tiffin  faith  in  Christ.  I  wish  wc  could  get 
that. 

The  second  thought  suggested  demands  a 
question.  That  question  is,  '"Can  al’.  of  the 
false  things  one  may  believe  keep  h’l.i  from 
coming  info  that  broth  rhood.  of  which 
Christ  *is  the  head,  if  he  really  believes  in 
Christ  as  his  Lord  and  Savior? 

To  illustrate.  All  Catholics  theoretically 
believe  in  Christ  as  Lord  and  Savior  just  as 
much  as  Baptists  do,  and  Dr.  Gambrell’s 
statement  implies  that  some  of  them  believe 
on  Him  and  are  “united  in  an  indissoluble 
bond,  by  their  faith  in  Christ,”  with  all 
other  real  believers;  and  I  sincerely  beliove 
that  is  a  fact.  Yet  it  is  seemingly  true  that 
all  Catholics  believe  in  a  lot  of  priestly  rot 
and  rubbish  ahout  many  things  too  numer¬ 
ous  to  mention.  Must  we  believe  that  de¬ 
spite  all  of  this  rubbish  of  church  ism  some 
Catholics  do  believe  on  Christ  to  the  saving 
of  the  soul,  and  that  they  are  through  their 
faith  “born  into  Shat  brotherhood  of  which 
Christ  is  the  head!  Dr.  Gambrell’s  state¬ 
ment  seems  to  imply  that,  and  I  agree  with 
the  cm  plied  suggestion.  * 

I  call  to  mind  the  ease  of  a  Catholic  nurse 
who  cared  for  a  wicked  young  man  who  was 
suffering  from  pneumonia,  the  young  man 
came  to  realize  that  he  could  not  get  well 
and  asked  the  nurse  what  he  must  do  to  be 
saved.  She  told  him,  as  a  mother  would  a 
child,  that  Christ  died  for  our  sins,  and  that 
all  he  could  do  was  to  turn  from  his  sins 
to  God  and  trust  in  Jesus  to  save  him.  The 
young  man  claimed  to  do  that  and  died 


satisfied.  Vet  that  nurse  was  a  devout 
Catholic,  faithful  to  all  church  forms  and 
confessions. 

{Another  question  is  suggested.  It  is  this: 
Iff  one  can  believe  all  of  the  churchanity  of 
Catholicism  and  yet  believe  on  Christ  to  the 
saving  of  the  soul,  and  through  believing  be 
■  Lorn  into  that  brotherhood,  of  which 
Christ  is  the  head,”  how  much  error  cun  one 
bilie  ve  and  yet  believe  in  Christ  and  be 
stlvcd  1  1  had  a  kind  old  Irishman  friend 

who  told  mo,  often  that  lie  trusted  Jesus  and 
j|ss  alone  for  salvation,  and  his  experience 
as  told  to  me  made  me  believe  that  he  was 
iljdei  d  .i  child  of  ( iod.  J Ot  that  old  ,man 
wimld  walk  to  Memphis  three  >r  four  'limes 
a  year  to  make  confession — to  mo  one  of 
tqe  rottenest  things  ever  practiced  under 
tlje  name  of  religion.  I  a*so  had  a  Jewess 
ti  tell  me  that  she  trusted  in  Jesus  alone  as 
h  >r  Savior,  but  snid  that  she  could  not  sep¬ 
arate  herself  from  her  people,  and  her  ex- 
p»rience  made  me  believe  that  she  did  in- 
d  -ed  trust  my  Lord. 

,  All  real  Christians  will  admit  that  if  one 
believes  in  Jesus  Christ  as  his  or  her  Savior 
tnat  one  is  saved.  Wc  know  that  because 
Jpsus  himself  said,  “He  that  believeth  on  me 
lipth  everlasting  life”-— John  6:47.  Wc  nlso 
kjnow  it  because  Paul  said  to  the  jailor,  “Be¬ 
lieve  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  thou  ’ 
sjialt  be  saved” — Acts  16:31.  We  nlso 
liiow  it  because  Peter  told  Cornelius  that 
‘{all  of  the  prophets”  testified  of  Jesus,” 
t|iat  whosoever  believth  on  Him  shall  re¬ 
ceive  the  remission  of  sins” — Acts  10:43. 

I  ’  we  believe  the  Scriptures,  that  is  a  settled 
iTo-t.  Every  one  who  believes  on  Him  is 
siver  and  is  “born  into  that  brotherhood,  of 
v -hit'll  Christ  is  the  head.” 

Theological  beliefs,  outside  of  belief  in 
t  ic  Deity,  the  Lordship,  the  sacrifice,  and 
t  o-  fact  that  Jesus  will  save  unto  the  utter- 
i  tost  all  who  come  unto  God  by  Him,  cut 
to  figure  whatever  in  the  salvation  of  the 
soul.  One  can  believe  to  salvation  and 
1  now  nothing  but  Jesus  Christ  crucified. 
Other  beliefs  are  beneficial  or  hurtful  ac- 
«  ording  as  they  are  right  or  wrong,  but 
t  ley  cannot  prevent  the  salvation  of  the 
s  ml  that  trusts  in  Jesus.  There  are  myriads 
rf  beliefs  about  many  things,  many  of  them 
'ery  confusing  and  hurtful.  These  beliefs 
lire  the  results  of  human  influence,  human 
t  aching,  ignorance,  misunderstanding  and 
s  dfishness,  but  notwithstanding  all  of  them 
t  lose  who  believe  on  Jesus  Christ  arc  saved 
und  “united  in  an  indissoltiblo  bond  by 
common  faith  in  Christ.” 

The  fact  that  all  believers  in  Christ  are 
lorn  into  the  one  brotherhood  of  which 
t  hrist  is  head,  through  their  own  personal 
f  lith  in  Him  should  make  us  look  to  one 
t  ling  only  as  the  bond  of  Christian  unity. 
That  one  thing  is  trust  in  Jesus  Christ  as 
I  ord  and  Savior.  All  who  believe  in  Him 
are  one  in  their  relationship  to  Him,  in  their 
r dationship  in  the  brotherhood  of  which  He 
it  head,  in  their  faith  in  Him  and  love  for 
l  im.  Th  s  is  the  household  of  faith.  Christ

THE  ANNOUNCEMENT  IN  JAPAN  OF 
CALDER  WILLINGHAM  S  DEATH.

Just  as  the  missionaries,  pastors  and 
evangelists  were  assembled  at  Fukuoka  for 
conference  with  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
of. the  Foreign  Mission  Board  the  wires 
brought  the  news  that  our  beloved  Brother 
Willingham  had  been  carried  from  his  la¬ 
bors  and  triumphs  to  his  HeaVenly  rest.  No 
communication  of  this  sort  can  convey  to 
Southern  Baptists  the  shock  and  distress 
which  these  tidings  brought  to  the  mission¬ 
aries  and  Christian  converts  in  Japan.  Bro. 
Willingham  and  his  devoted  wife  have  made 
a  distinct  contribution  to  our  Baptist  work 
here  and  have  won  for  themselves  a  unique 
and  large  place  in  the  affections  of  all  of 
their  fellow-workers.  The  conference  was 
suspended  for  two  memorial  services,  the 
first  by  the  Japanese  pastors  and  evangelists, 
the  other  by  the  missionaries. 

The  first  of  these  meetings  was  led  by 
Pastor  Ono,  of  Kumamoto,  who  had  had 
close  fellowship  with  Brother  Willingham 
for  four  years  on  the  Kokura  field.  An  ad¬ 
dress  made  by  Pastor  Aoyagi  of  Kokura. 
He  told  of  Dr.  R.  J.  Willingham’s  saying 
that  he  would  rather  his  son  werea  foreign 
missionary,  than  President  of  the  United 
States.  The  *  speaker  spoke  strongly  of 
Brother  Willingham’s  manhood,  saying  that 
first  of  all  he  was  a  man  of  courage  and 
conviction  and  of  sterling  worth.  The  next 
speaker,  pastor  Okaki  of  \\  akamatsu,  said 
that  he  had  worked  for  many  years  with 
tli^  deceased  and  spoke  of  his  influence  as  a 
missionary  and  Christian  Brother.  He  said 
that  words  would  fail  to  express  the  influ¬ 
ence  for  good  that  he  had  exercised  over  the 
churches  and  individuals.  Pastor  Obata  of 
Kure  spoke  of  Brother  Willingham  s  broad 
sympathy,  lie  said  that  he  had  not  been 
directly  connected  with  him  in  the  work  but 
nevertheless  he  and  the  members  of  the 
church  had  felt  the  sympathetic  influence  of 
the  man.  Rev.  C.  K.  Dozier,  principal  of 
Kukuoka  Baptist  Academy,  paid  high  comp¬ 
liment  to.  his  fallen  fellow  laborer.  He  had 
influenced  him  in  his  decision  to  be  a  mis¬ 
sionary  to  Japan.  Explaining  Bro.  Wlling- 
ham’s  character,  influence  and  broad  sympa¬ 
thy.  he  said  that  he  was  a  man  of  prayer 
and  spoke  of  his  habit  of  spending  the  first 
and  best  part  of  every  day  communing  with 
God.  The  power  received  through  prayer 
was  the  secret  of  his  influence  over  men. 
He  was  a  man  of  strong  faith  and  conviction 
concerning  the  things  which  we  as  Baptists 
believe.  With  a  heart  full  of  love  for  the 
brethren,  A  further  explanation  of  his  in- 
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fluence  over  men  was  his  love  for  his  Saviour. 
Pastor  Ono  closed  the  service  writh  brief 
words  upon  Brother  Willingham’s  love  for 
men  and  also  his  wonderful  ability  to  work 
with  the  Japanese  brethren  in  perfect  har¬ 
mony.  Fervent  and  tender  prayers  were  of¬ 
fered  by  Pastor  Fujinuma  and  Brother  Rowe 
in  which  the  wife  and  mother  of  our  brother 
were  especially  remembered.  . 

On  Friday  evening,  October  25,  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  suspended  for  an  hour  discussion 
of  the  important  matters  they  had  gathered 
to  consider  to  make  mention  of  the  great, 
loss  and  to  recite  tender  and  beautiful  tri-  * 
butes  to  their  comrade  who  has  fallen  out 
of  the  Tanks.  We  havq  ro  power  to  report 
this  service  nnd  if  we  could  there  isn’t  space 
for  the  testimonials  which  were  given.  Dr. 
Walnc  said:  ‘‘If  last  week  we  had  been  ask¬ 
ed  which  member  of  the  .mission  we  could 
least  afford  tb  spare  we  would  have  answer¬ 
ed  with  almost  if  not  entire  unanimity 
‘('aider  Willingham.’  I  can  not  recall  a 
single  instance  in  all  the  years  of  our  asso¬ 
ciation  that  he  did  not  live  up  to  my  highest 
expectation  of  him.  He  was  absolutely  un¬ 
selfish  and  sincere.  He  could  rejoice  in  the 
success  of  another  even  more  than  his  own.” 
Brother  Dozier  said  of  him  that  he  believed 
the  Bible  and  the  beliefs  ofthe  denomination 
ami  yet  there  was  not  one  of  the  missionar¬ 
ies  who  was  more  beloved  by  other  denom¬ 
inations.  He  said:  ‘‘I  thank  God  that  he 
loaned  him  to  us  for  a  while.  We  love  his 
memory,  sweet,  joyous  memory.”  Brother 
Rowe  said:  ‘‘We  have  lest  the  best  man 
among  us.  Never  have  I  known  a  inan  who 
to  tile  smallest  detail  WDtlld  stand  as  straight 
as  he.”  Brother  Clarke  and  Brother  Bouldin 
sjiokc  with  equal  tenderness  and  high  tri¬ 
bute.  Closing  the  service  Dr.  Walne  said  to 
the  writer:  “If  we  were  to  send  a  message 
to  the  people  of  the  homeland,  we  would  say 
‘send  ns  men  like  Willingham.’  ” 

I  am  glad  that  I  could  be  in  the  midst  of 
this  brother’s  fellow-workers  when  this 
blow  fell  upon  them.  From  the  time  of  my 
arrival  in  Japan  and  when  all  thought  Bro. 
Willingham  was  in  health  and  strength  I 
had  been  hearing  the  most  complimentary 
things  about  him  and  his  companion.  I  have 
been  entertained  in  their  home  at  Kokura 
aand  met  the  Japanese  Christians  whom  they 
have  trained  and  made  to  love  them  'de¬ 
votedly.  Without  exception  the  references 
to  them  have  been  gratifying  comments  upon 
the  lives  and  labors  of  these  dear  friends. 
At  the  memorial  service  Brother  Bouldin 
said:  “We  appreciate  Mrs.  Willingham  as 
much  as  we  did  her  husband.”  These  words 
are  sent  to  Southern  Baptists  before  we 
start  for  Korea  and  China.  May  the  Spirit 
of  God  s[>eak  through  this  great  sorrow 
which  all  of  us  feel  to  the-  consciences  of 
young  men  and  women  in  the  South  and  to 
those  to  whom  we  must  look  for  the  rein¬ 
forcement  and  support  of  the  work  which 
eur  brother  in  his  poromition  has  surrend¬ 
ered  to  other  hands.

The  W.  M  U.  Training  School. 

The  eleventh  session  of  this  school  that 
has  become  such  an  important  asset  of 
Southern  Baptist  opened  on  October  2.  Cont 
trary  to  all  forecasts,  there  was  the  largest 
matriculation  ever  made  in  the  school.  Thq 
war  conditions  and  the  call  for  women  t<) 
do  work  laid  down  by  the  men  who  had  goinj 
into  service  seemed  certain  to  stand  in  th<) 
way  of  a  full  attendance,  and  so  the  west 
wing  was  re-rented  to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  to 
help  care  for  the  women  called  hero  by  their 
soldiers  at  the  camp.  A  delightful  surprise 
came  to  the  board  of  managers,  when  73 
young  women  from  all  the  Southern  States, 
several  from  across  the  line,  one  from  China, 
one  from  Cuba  and  one  from  Syria,  filled 
up  the  main  build ing  of  the  “house  beautij 
fill, ’’  corner  Preston  and  Broadway. 

Very  soon  the  influenza  laid  35  of  then; 
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low.  but  the  splendid  sanitation,  the  goijd 
nursing  and  needed  comforts  pevented  any 
serious  complications,  and  all  are  well  ai|<l 
happy  in  their  work. 

Nearly  twenty  of  the  wives  of  the  Seiji- 
inary  students  haw  entered  for  the  classejs, 
and  a  plan  lias  been  made  to  bring  together 
once  a  month  the  75  wives  anil  the  7;>  Traill 
ing  School  students  for  social  and  religions 
associations  in  the  heautilul  and  spacious 
apartments  of  the  school. 

The  personal  service  committee  ot  the 
Training  School  will  care  for  the  children 
of  the  Seminary  women,  conducting  a  story 
hour  and  play  time  for  them  in  the  recrea¬ 
tion  room.  The  local  board,  the  Centrpl 
Committee  and  the  women  of  both  faculties 
are  cordially  invited  to  share  in  these  month¬ 
ly  gatherings,  which  are  under  the  auspices 
of  the  flourishing  Y.  W.  A.  of  the  Traini^sj 
Sellout,  Miss  Pearl  Todd  of  Georgia,  presi¬ 
dent.

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A  TRIP  THROUGH  KOREA  AND  MAN¬ 
CHURIA

corn  bread.  Hogs  appear  in  droves  and  the 
veritable  West  Texas  burro  is  in  evidence. 
Dogs  of  the  Arctic  type  are  everywhere. 
Brick  and  painted  houses  begin  to  take  the 
place  of  the  thatched  mud  huts.  The  queue, 
which  some  one  has  said  looks  ”  cu-rious, 
attracts  attention,  and  the  bound  feet  of 
women,  who  go  hobbling  along,  gives  one 
his  first  heartache  at  this  barbarous  custom. 
The  people  are  even  larger  in  stature  than 
the  Koreans  and  the  costumes  now  change 
from  the  white  cotton  gown  to  the  China¬ 
man’s  black  silk  jacket  and  skirt  and  the 
blue  cotton  suit  of  the  laboring  man.  Hard 
by  every  farmhouse  is  seen  the  little  Budd¬ 
hist  shrine. 

Mukden,  a  city  of  250,000  people,  is  a 
centre  of  large  commercial,  industrial  and 
missionary  activity.  At  this  point  we  were 
met  by  the  beloved  John  W.  Lowe  who  has 
shown  us  every  kindness  and  rendered  us 
great  service.  We  accepted  an  invitation  to 
lunch  at  the  home  of  Dr.  Dugnl  Christie 
who  has  done  Christian  work  here  for  30 
years  and  by  his  superb  qualities  for  a  great 
service  and  the  remarkable  institution  which 
he  has  established  has  won  for  himself  a 

I 

place  of  eommaiicliqg  influence  both  among 
the  masses  and  the  official  classes.  Dr. 
Christie  is  a  Scotch  Presbyterian  and  the 
head  of  the  Mukden  Hospital  and  Medical 
College.  He  showed  us  carefully  through 
the  institution  which  is  a  marvel  of  ef¬ 
ficiency.  Two  hundred  out-patients  alone 
are  treated  daily.  An  article  could  he  writ¬ 
ten  on  this  institution  and  we  feel  certain 
that  thoughtful  Christian  readers  would 
find  the  facts  absorbingly  interesting.  We 
are  greatly  indebted  to  Dr.  Chistie  and  his 
cultured  wife  for  thoughtful  courtesies. 
There  are  many  other  missionary  institutions 
in  Mukden.  We  visited  the  Manchuria 
Christian  College  and  Seminary  which  is 
conducted  by  the  Presbyterians  of  Scotland 
and  Ireland.  A  valuable  property  has  been 
secured,  a  large  equipment  already  provided, 
and  a  great  contribution  already  has  been 
made  to  the  evangelization  of  the  East  by 
this  institution. 

On  our  way  from  Mukden  to  Dalny  we 
stopped  at  Port  Arthur  and  availed  our¬ 
selves  of  the  privilege  of  standing  on  the 
summit  of  203-metre  hill,  made  famous  in 
the  Russo --Japanese  war  of  1904.  This  hill 
commands  a  view  of  the  surrounding  hills 
and  of  the  harbor.  Its  defense  and  capture 
marked  one  ot  the  bloody  scenes  of  the 
world  s  wars  and  gave  Japan  a  new  luting 
as  a  fighting  people  among  the  n anions  of 
the  earth. 

Dalny  is  already  a  great  city  and  destined 
to  be  one  of  the  greatest  in  the  East.  It  has 
a  population  of  Japanese  and  Chinese  and 
is  the  terminus  of  the  great  South  Man¬ 
churia  railroad  arid  has  a  splendid  harbor 
with  a  key  point  in  the  commerce  of  the 
East.  Southern  Baptists  have  the  begin¬ 
nings  ofa  good  work  here.  We  found  Broth¬ 
er  Peyton  Stephens  here  and  through  him 
as  interpreter  spoke  to  a  Chinese  audience 
which  packed  the  rented  hall.

Miss.,  president;  Miss  Roberts, 
Ark.,  vice-president,  and  O.  P.  Estes. 
Miss.,  secretary.  At  the  general  meet¬ 
ing  missions  was  discussed  in  the 
light  of  the  world  war.  The  members 
of  the  faculty  were  the  speakers.  The 
basis  of  the  order  of  speakers  was  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  number  of  years  as 
teacher.  Dr.  Powell,  the  old  task  and 
Its  new  setting;  Dr.  Gardner,  the  pul¬

WEANING. 


Every  mother  and  some  fathers 
know  something  of  the  problem  of 
weaning.  Thts  problem  to  be  success¬ 
fully  accomplished  requires  Judgment, 
tact  and  will  power.  It  is  required 
both  for  the  health  of  the  weaned  and 
those  who  wean.  Many  expedients 
are  tried  in  the  solving  of  this  prob¬ 
lem,  all  of  this  is  familiar  to  an  In¬ 
telligent  family.  This  is'  also  the 
problem  with  the  lower  animals.  The 
selfishness  and  lack  of  forethought  on 
the  part  of  the  young  makes  it  hard 
on  the  mother.  Some  time  sfeo  I  no¬ 
ticed  a  mother  sow  trying  to  wean 
her  brood  of  healthy  pigs,  she  would 
lie  down  In  such  a  position  as  to  try 
to  save  herself,  the  youngsters  would 
crowd  -about  her  crying  and  rooting. 
She  would  arise  and  shove  them  this 
way  and  that  with  her  head,  and  some 
times  pinch  them  with  her  teeth,  still 
they  cried  after  her.  Some  months 
later  when  the  second  litter  of.  pigs 
had  come  I  noticed  that  several  of  the 
former  litter  would  come  to  the  old 
mother  and  s£ek  to  get  the  food  that 
was  justly  due  the  new  generation  of 
pigs. 

Not  very  long  ago  I  saw  a  half- 
grown  yearling  seeking  to  suck  the 
life  out  of  Its  old  mother  with  ap¬ 
parently  no  gratitude  for  what  the 
mother  had  given  him  when  he  was 
a  baby  calf. 

Now  this  weaning  problem  is  one 
that  has  to  be  dealt  with  Judiciously, 
intelligently,  and  with  firmness  by 
our  mission  boards  in  the  process  of 
weaning  their  mission  churches.  Hav¬ 
ing  been  connected  with  our  State  and 
Foreign  Mission  Boards,  as  well  as 
from  my  observation  as  a  pastor,  I 
believe  that  we  have  not  paid  the  at¬ 
tention  to  this  weaning  problem  that 
we  ought  There  are  churches 
throughout  the  home  land  and  some 
few  on  the  foreign  fields  that  In  my 
judgment  would  accomplish  a  great 
deal  more,  and  have  much  more  self- 
vigor  in  their  normal 
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Christ’ 8  sermon  on  the  mount.
